LOS ANGELES, Cal., Sept. 25.—During the last twenty-four 


hours the representatives of the Sunset Telephone & Telegraph' 
Company and the Home Telephone Company have vied with each 
other in entertaining the majority of Oakland's City Council, which 
is visiting this' city. Sunday was a day of pleasure and but little 
time was devoted to the telephone question. The beauties of Los 
Angeles were viewed from automobiles during the day and the mag- 
nificent spectacular effects of Venice were viewed by night. 
The 


Council also made a trip to Catalina Islands, where the panorama 
on the bottom of the vast deep was viewed from the glass bottomed 
boats. 


In the several trips made by the party of Councilmen, the repre- 


sentatives of the Sunset Company and the Home Company were 
successively the hosts. 


AT COUNCIL MEETING. 


On Monday morning the entire Council accepted the invitation 


of Mayor McAleer and the Los Angeles City Council to attend a 
meeting of that body in the city hall. The Oakland City Fathers 
watched with interest the proceedings of the local legislative body.

telephone, as the automatic system was quicker and more satisfac- 
tory. He stated that in his opinion two telephones were better than 
one, as more subscribers could be reached and kept the service at 
the. highest efficiency.

SANTA CRUZ. Sept. 26.—A. H. Epeti-

OTHER COUNTY BUILDINGS. 
The large amounts expended annu- 
ally for repairs and maintenance o£ 
the several county buildings warrants 
the belief that they should be in fair 
condition and that is the extent o£ the 
comment oE this Grand Jury it, how-

to

and

grossest negligence In the matter of or- 
dering and receiving these supplies;

this Imposition. 


The.matter of frauds In the redder- 


Ing of bills for stationery was thor- 
oughly Investigated and while we find 
that this same erasure and increasing 
of the bills has- been going on for a 
number of years It was impossible to 
obtain sufficient reliable evidence to 
sustain a charge of fraud save for the 
last fiscal year, for frauds in bills dur- 
ing that period we have found six in- 
dictments against Otto L. Hasse of the 
Central News Company. 


OTHER COUNTY EMPLOYES. 


The number of employes in each de- 


partment is limited- by the County

SAN FRANCISCO, - Sept. 26.—Another 
highbinder war Is on in Chinatown and 
grisly murder stalks through the dark al- 
leys and lurks, weapons in hand, in the 
blackness ,of 
noisome hallways. 
Two 


men were shot i to death last night be- 
tween dark and midnight, and the police 
are alert for the flash and report of | 
other death-dealing weapons 
and the 


subsequent patter of feet as tha mur-1 
derers scurry to cover. 


• The law of lex tallonis was executed 
swiftly and surely—the law of the high- 
binder, blood for blood, highbinder for 
highbinder, and merchant for merchant, 
gecause a reputed wife .would not pay 
the debts of her missing husband, Low 
IJock. a merchant and member of her 
luisband's tong. the Ping Kung, was 
killed. His murderer, a Hip Sing Tong 
man, wa? captured, and within a few 
hours the dead man's long hid taken the 
life of Lee Nov. a merchant and a Hip 
Sing man. 


The first murder occurred shortly af- 


ter 6 o'clock. Lew Dock, a merchant at 
1*42 Commercial street, and who lives at 
1025 
Dupont street with his wife and 


child, was riddled with bullets In Ross 
alley, near Jackson street. 
Accompan- 


ied by brother members of the Ping 
Kung Tong, to which he belonged, Lew 
Dock was o nhls way home when he met 
another party coming toward him. 
In 


front of a deserted gambling house at 
No. S4. one of the party stepped In front 
of Lew Dock, flourishing a revolver in' 
either hand. 
Three shots were fired in 


quick succession, and 
the victim sank I 


to the pavement, dying almost Instantly. | 
Two bullets entered his chest, and the 
third pierced his body at the groin. 


DID NOT TARRY. 


:Th9 murderer did not tarry long at 


the scene of the crime. Tossing the re- j 
volver he had used to murder to a con- j 
federate and thrusting the other under 
Ills coat, he bolted for Jackson street. 
At the entrance to the alley he ran into 
the arms of John King, a Janitor in Chi- j 
natown, who lives at Pacific and Dupont 
Btre&ts. 
King clung tenaciously to the [ 


struggling celestial, and the next Instant j 
turned him over to Policemen Georg^, 
Collins and Pat O'Brien of the China-1 
town squad. 
I 


Detective Sergeant George McMahon,, 


who" had been lying in wait for just I 
6UCh an occurrence for two days, was on ; 
the scene in short order. He placed the 
murderer under arrest and lined up the 
eye'-witnesses quickly, and in a quarter 
of an-hour's time had-all the evidence 
necessary to send the man King caught j 
to the gallows. At tho City Prison the j 
accused gave the name of Ah Sing, but j 
ho was recognized Immediately as Louie ! 
Bins,''a member of the highbinder fac-1 
tlon of tha Hip Sing Tong. He was not 
charged when booked, but will be held In 
detinue until Detective JIcMahon has tho 
case- complete. 


CAUSE OF TROUBLE. 


It was expected that the killing re- 


cently -of Louie Poy would cause a high- 
binder war. It did not, because the vic- 
tim was a notorious Chinese, and every 
resident of the quarter was glad to get 
him. out of the way. . That occurrence, 
however, stirred up the smoldering fires 
to such 
an extent that 
any further 


trouble would bring 
on 
a wholesale 


slaughter. . That, trouble, crept up last 
week when a deputy sheriff from Alviso.

As 
far as daring was concerned this second 
sacrifice of human life 'had

double 'discounted. ' The highbinders of 
the Ping Kung Tong. walked boldly into 
a crowded Chinese 'restaurant at 721 
Dupont street, and1 In 'a little back room 
In the rear of the kitchen riddled Lee 
Xoy, one of the partners in the "concern, 
with 
bullets. 
He 
barely 
gasped 
for 
breath a few times and then rolled over 
on the floor, dead.

Detective 
McMahon, 
after . the 
first 
murder of the 
night,- was 
somewhat 
afraid to leave the quarter. He feared 
a general outbreak 
among the 
high- 
binders, and he remained until after 12 
o'clock among the Chinese before he 
went to his home at; the Commercial 
Hotel. He hardly got out of the quarter 
before the highbinders -got busy. 
The 
murder was committed before be had 
had an opportunity to retire. 


THE 
SHOOTING. 


Lee Nay has been a member of the 
Hip Sing Tong for a long period and was 
an active spirit in all deliberations of 
the society. His partner In the firm of 
Song, Wing. Yuen & Co., Lew "Wuah. 
while a member of the same tong, la also 
a member of the Chinese Educational 
Society, and Is reticent about the occur- 
rence in which his 
partner met 
his 
death. It Is known that about 12 o'clock 
a tall Chinese entered the eating estab- 
lishment and ordered a meal, which he 
disposed of and paid 30 cents to Lew 
Wuah at the outer counter. 
Then he 
left the place and was joined on the 
outside- by two other Chinese. This trio 
had a conference and a messenger joined 
them, telling them, apparently, that the 
way was clear. The three then went In- 
to the establishment, and the tall man 
asked hla way to the rear of the prem- 
ises. The other two waited In the sec- 
ond room of the place. The tall man 
went through the kitchen, to the left 
of which is a little room used by the 
partners as an opium-smoking- den. 
Here are two bunks and two fine lay- 
outs for the smokers. It was here that 
the tall stranger found his victim. 
Lee 
Noy was reclining on the bunj* smoking 
when he entered. There was no parley, 
according to the half-dozen cooks In the 
place, for the tall man opened fire Im- 
mediately. 
Lea Noy was hit over the 
eye with one 
bullet, 
while 
another 
pierced his heart. So close wa;j this shot 
fired that his clothes were all ablaze 
when, the 
first 
officers 
reached 
the 
place. In all, five shots were fired, but 
only the two wounds were found on Lee 
Noy's body in the hasty examination by 
the police prior to removing the body to 
the morgue.

Revenue and Religion 


The sermon on "What a Woman Likes in a Man," delivered 


by Rev. Robert Whittaker at the Twenty-third avenue Baptist 
Church 
Sunday 
evening, 
abounds 
in 
epigram 
and 
much 


sound 
sense, 
but 
nevertheless 
the 
reverend 
gentleman 
is 


rather too sweeping in his generalizations. His remarks have 
the fault that too often attends brilliant epigram—inaccuracy. 
.Taken in its general sense, hcwever, 
there is no question 


that Dr. Whittaker has struck at the vice of money marriages with 
telling effect. Still, we cannot agree with him that "half the moral 
failures of men are due to the fact that their womenkmd want rev- 
enue from the man more than they want religion in him." This is 
holding women to too large an account. It is quite as necessary in 
a family to have revenue as it is to have religion. Too many 
so-called Christians are niggard providers and demand too much in 
the shape of labor and sacrifice from their \vomenkind. Men of that 
stamp are moral failures as \vell as poor husbands, but their short- 
comings cannot be blamed on the women. A man can be a loving 
helpmeet and a liberal cashier to his wife and still be a good 
Christian. 
Christianity, like charity, should begin at home. 
It 


should prompt men to do all reasonably within their power to lighten 
the burdens of their wives and make the atmosphere of the home 
radiant with the sunshine of pleasant manners and creature comforts. 
The heart and the stomach ha\ e to be fed as well as the soul. Who 
of us do not know men who are regular in their attendance at church, 
givers to missions and sanctimonious in mien and habit, yet who aie 
harsh and forbidding at home, selfish in demanding their own com- 
fort to the sacrifice of the comfort of all else in the household, who 
exact obedience to unreasonable commands, and deny their families 
many innocent pleasures, who make life unnecessarily hard to their 
women folks, and who practice parsimony and domestic tyranny 
under pretense of enforcing Christian discipline 
It is not strange 


that Yeomen brought up in -such households or in close contact -with 
them sometimes go to the other extreme and place the good provider 
above the good Christian in seeking a husband. Let us not decry 
religion, but, on the other hand, let us not decry the Christian vutuc 
of supplying wives with decent revenue. Let us not have religion 
and revenue antagonize each other 
Rather, let us have religion 


and revenue go hand in hand under the family roof tree, and then we 
may be sure that there will be love between husband and wife as 
ivell as love of the Lord. 


In Nevada, as in California, criminals sentenced to death are 


executed privately in the State Prison. 
Recently the Warden 


detailed some of the guards to perform the necessary offices in 
executing some condemned murderers 
The guards refused to obey 


ihe Warden's orders, contending that they \\ere not employed to act 
as hangmen, and were summarily discharged. That should have 
closed the incident,,, but it seems that certain morbid people are 
disposed to condemn the Warden for discharging such of his subor- 
dinates as disobey orders. The Warden did perfectly right. There 
\vas no other course open to him after the men had flatly mutinied 
If they did not like the job they should have resigned, not refused 
to obey and still expected to hold their positions. Of course, it is an 
unpleasant duty to assist at a hanging, but it is a duty which must 
be performed by some one. The law requiring'the Warden to exe- 
cute criminals does not imply that he shall personally attend to all 
the details of executions, any more than it implies that he shall 
perform all the other duties about the prison 
Insubordination is the 


bane of prison management, and it should be sternly repressed 
whenever it shows its head Whenever a prison Warden allows his 
subordinates to defy his orders, there is an end to effective discipline 
The exigencies of his position demand that he exact implicit 
obedience. 


The course of justice has struck another snag in Canada. By 


order of the Chief Justice of British Columbia, Bigamist Collins is 
allowed to be at liberty under surveillance of the Sheriff 
He lives 


expensively at a hotel while the Sheriff or one of his minions keeps 
•watch and ward over him. Now the question of who is to pay the 
1 •it el bill has obtruded itself on the official rnmd. Collins says he 


not, and he likewise refuses to go to jail. The Sheriff has no 
. he can draw on to pay the bill and the State of California is of 


o mind to board Collins at a first-class hotel. It is a very embar- 


rassingj complication all round. Apparently there is nothing to be 
done but charge Collins' grub account up to the Chief Justice. 


The enormous registration on the eve of the election presages 


the casting of an unprecedentedly heavy vote in the San Francisco 
municipal election. The 
new vote is likely to decide whether 


'->-Schmitz or Partridge shall be Mayor, but it seems that the politi- 


cians on both sides are unable to class it. At the last election the 
vot« cast "was smaller than was expected or was warranted by the 
registration. The phenomenon may be repeated this year, but it is 
hardly likely. The community across the bay seems aroused and 
determined on a finish fight, consequently many men who do not 
ordinarily vote at local elections are registering and will go to the 
polls in November. The popular opinion is that this is favorable to 
•Partridge. 


achieved a popularity without parallel in ,our national history. 
Sometimes Mr. Bryan strikes a note that warms all hearts toward 
him.

national ideal in America has been that ours is the one flag that 
stands for human rights and the doctrine of independence. 


"Our much boasted Anglo-Saxon civilization has taught men to 


protect their own rights 
I wish to go one step further and have 


American civilization teach men to respect the rights of others. The 
Anglo-Saxon ideal has taught men to die for their own rights. I 
would have the American ideal havs men to die rather than trample 
on the rights of others 
If I may be permitted to touch upon a. 


recent event, I would say that the President's act in bringing two 
warring powers to peace on American soil has done more to estab- 
lish this Nation's prestige than a genciatior of wars of conquest." 


Here is a lofty ideal—and Mr. Bryan's ideals are generally 


lofty—a noble aspiration for a race. Unfortunately, the difficulty 
lies in the application, which is the trouble with most of 'Mr. Bryan's 
suggestions. 


But Mr. Bryan will soon leave us to spend a year in foreign 


travel 
The American people will wish him bon voyage and trust 


he will return home a wisei and happier man. 
Amid the ruins 


wrought by vanity, selfishness, corruption and empirical statesman- 
ship that I e nill enmunter abroad he will have opportunity and 
leisure to study out i oi e closely the relation of cause to effect. 
His 


mind, a keenly intelligent one and altogether too imaginative and 
impressionable, will broaden and expand, while his judgment will 
ripen and become more catholic. It is our hope that he will enjoy 
his sojourn abroad and so profit by the schooling of travel that he 
will return a statesman and not a mere political diagnostician.

Mr. Bryan's Unwaning Popularity 


\ 
For a. man so often defeated for the Presidency, Mr. Bryan 


retains a wonderful hold on the rank and file of his party. For a 
man whose policies have been so flatly repudiated and so signally 
refuted by the logic of events, he commands remarkable attention 
from the country at large. It is well worth inquiring why this is so. 


It is mainly because the public reposes confidence in the moral 


integrity of Mr. Bryan while unable to agree with the measures he 
suggests as a remedy for existing evils and as a preventive for graver 
threatened evils. Mr. Bryan voices a mpral protest against certain 
practices and tendencies in politics and business to which the nation 
at large is responsive. It is only when Mr. Bryan formulates plans 
for the correction and abatement of these practices and tendencies 
that he finds public sentiment opposed to him. In other words, the 
country accepts Mr. Bryan's diagnosis as correct, but rejects the 
remedies he proposes as empirical and impractical. His sincerity is' 
conceded and admired; his judgment alone is questioned. 
Neverthe- 


less, there are millions of his countrymen who still believe in the 
efficacy of Mr. Bryan's policies, notwithstanding the weaving in the 
•web of time and the irrefutable argument of accomplished facts. 


Thus we see that the great majority of Americans regard Mr.

Powers married his second wife in 


the church In which he had been wed- 
ded to the first, knowing that at the 
time of the ceremony his flrst spouse 
was living directly across the ' street. 
The Rev. John C. Palmer, pastor of 
the Emanuel Presbyterian Chapel, In 
West Sixth street, performed the sec- 
ond marriage, and Dr. Ovlngton, then 
pastor of the chapel, officiated for Mrs. 
Powers No. 1 in 1896. Mrs. Powers 
No. 1 and Mrs. Powers No. 2 have been 


living within flve blocks of each other 
for the last two years, but had never 
met. 


Powers was In the habit of calling 


occasionally upon his flrst wife, but 
made his home at No. 108 Bank street, 
where Mrs. Powers No. 2 Is mistress 
of the home. Perhaps his double life 
would never have become known had 
he not become In arrears In his pay- 
ments to the city for the board of his 
two children, who were In a city in- 
stitution. Agent Watson, of the Chil- 
dren's Society, was asked to find the 
man, but his first wife, who lives at 
No. 50 Horatio street, could not tell 
where he was living.

By Train. 


ELMHURST. Sept. 26.—C. S. Alvord 


feels nervous yet and all broke up over 
his narrow escape from death at the 
Jones-' street crossing of the Southern 
Pacific, one day last u-eek.

WANT BRYAN. 


College students were in 
evidence 
iefore the address began, as frequent 
calls were made by them In "We want 
Bryan," followed by the time-honored, 
"Oskle-wow-wow."

young men to sing a song for the ben- 
efit o£ the distinguished visitor, but 
the effort proved a dismal failure. The 
applause they received drowned their 
.voices. Even" Mr Bryan Joined in the 
fun of the moment and laughed at the 
effort of the galleries. 


JUDGE WASTE. 


In opening, Judge "Waste said: "We 


•will take the spirit for the deed." He 
continued with an announcement con- 
cerning the 
excellent 
work accom- 


plished by the Y. M. C. A. during the 
past year and of Its ambitious plans 
for the next. He also urged upon those 
present to accept a copy of the asso- 
ciation's new booklet, "Berkeley Oaks," 
and to look It over.

Bryan, Judge Waste said:

BRYAN'S ADDRESS. 


Mr Bryan's talk "On the Value oE 


'An Ideal," was filled throughout with 
ironical reminiscences of his ambi- 
tion to become the President of the 
United States. In the course of his re- 
marks he said; 
"in reserving some time for lectures, 


I determined that college towns would 
be given the preference, because I like 
to talk to students. If a person has 
something to say. he 
likes 
to' nave 
some one listen intelligently. At the 
student age impressions can be made 
more easily and when a college man 
gets out into the world he exerts more 
than ordinary influence. 
"I am glad that I am speaking under 


the auspices 
of 
the Young Men s 
Christian Association, and I will tell 
you my reason. Recently I was look- 
Ing up the definition of civilization. It 
Is an all-important thing, but still it 
has not, to my mind, been clearly de- 
fined. I have therefore coined one, 
which I believe Is nearly right, ana it 
1« 'the harmonious development of the 
human race, physically, mentally and 
morally.' 
I know of no organization 
which Is endeavoring to fulfill this def- 
inition more than the Young 
Man s 
Christian Association. It Is developing 
the mind, body and 
heart, 
making 


them stronger with its efforts. 


"I like to speak between campaigns 
and to some extent have improved the 
opportunity. 
(Laughs.) It seems that j Bnd determine character In all profes- 
the people who heard my speeches did 
not like them. 
(Applause.) 
And 


there was some in this State. (More 
applause.) 


that I had that ambition. I also want- 
ed to be a lawyer, and I have followed 
that out. 


POLITICS AN ACCIDENT. 


"I got into politics by accident and 


stayed there by design. 
I was chosen 


by ray party to run for Congress in a 
Republican district In Nebraska, 
The 


reason I was put up was because I was 
the only one they could find. I once 
heard it said that a man was elected 
to Congress by fooling a friend, .and I 
have heard of others who havo been 
elected 
by 
fooling 
the 
whole people. 
(.Laughter.) 


. THE 
CALL TO POLITICS. 


"I have always been interested In Na- 


tional matters, and I believe -that the 
science 
of 
government is 
a 
noble 


science. 
Many of our mothers in this 


land urge their sons not to go into 
politics, fearing: they will become con- 
tn.mln.ited. 
It should be the boast atid 


Ideal of American mothers that they 
can raise sons who can enter politics 
so brave ..that they cannot become con- 
taminated. 
It should be our 
aim to 


manage the government of this land so 
good that to be a citizen In it would be 
as hlg-h as to be a king In another land." 


Mr., Bryan then gave instances of 


Ideals 
that 
have 
wrought so much 


good; how ideals havo kept many from 
riotous living and on righteous paths; 
how Tolstoi, the eminent Russian, was 
prevented from, killing himself by get- 
ting an Ideal, which he determined to 
live for and work out. 
Continuing, he 


said: 


"Do you know anything moro wonder- 


ful than a change of Ideals? You have 
heard of people who have changed re- 
ligions because they could not fathom 
the one they were In. Bid you ever stop 
to think of tho mysteries of the growing 
vegetables and of human life? 
Mystery 


is not thoug-ht of at the table, only in 
church. 
To my mind, It takes harder 


reasoning: to conceive of 
materialism 


than any religion. 


"Nothing but ideals will convert a 


mnn from a selfish human being to one 
who Is kind and does good. Your Ideals 
then arc very important. 


"I want to say to tho young men 


that this thought should 
always 
be 


before them, 'We all need food and we 
must obtain It.1 I should think that a 
young man would be ashamed to_sponse 
on tho world, and not give as much in 
exchange as he receives from it. 


SELFMADE MEN. 


"Rather than go the hard path of ac- 


cumulated wealth, many wish to make 
short cut-offs to fortunes by g-et-rlch- 
qulck schemes. I have heard men say 
they are solf-made. I would like to ask 
them it they consider the debts they nwc 
to their mothers, fathers, their teachers 
and their country's patriots. When we 
meet death we should be sure that we 
have given contributions to the world 
equal to that we have drawn out. 


MONEY FOR TITLE. 


"There is> one ideal whose good results 


I question, 'and that is when an Ameri- 
can heiress sells herself with money she 
has not earned to a foreigner with a 
broken down title that he has not earned. 
Tho highest type of an Ideal xshouid be 
to build up a true' American home. 


"Physicians do not merely draw pay, 


but they havo an Ideal, in wishing- to 
develop their science. 
Some lawyers 


boast of obscuring the 
line between 


right and wrong. 
When this Is their 


ideal they weaken and become of no use. 
Eut where a lawyer makes up his mind 
to follow wherever truth leads, he be- 
comes stronger and his practice enlarges.

BUT WITHOUT VINES. 


This Man Produces "Spuds" in a 


Box at Any Time of the 
• 
Year, He Says. 


GREAT FALLS, Mont, Sept. 26.—At 


the County Fair which opened here there 
is on exhibition what the inventor cans 
vineless potatoes. 
. 


Some three months ago D. D. Darst, 


the Discoverer of the wew process of 
producing potatoes, announced that he 
could grow potatoes in from two to three 
months In a special preparation discov- 
ered by himself. In.layers on top of each 
other and without vines'. 
His experiments have been conducted 
in a box eight.feet square. In the. bot- 


tom of this box a layer of Darst'B prep. 
aration is placed to the depth at' thre« 
inches and a number of potatoes planted 
therein. 


Another layer of three Inches is scat- 
tered over the potatoes and more pota- 
toes planted in the usual manner and so 
on until the frame is filled. 
Darst claims that the box may be 
built to almost any height with layer 
after layer of potatoes without affecting 
the producing quality of his composition 
and that he can have new potatoes for 
market in any climate- at any time of 
the year.
